The  HaLiburg  anple  Liarket  r;as  heavily  GupDlied  ^ith  bored  apples  ■^n 
■December  1,  but  barrpled  sxipDlies  v;ere  li'  -t,  according  to  cabled  advices 
of  that  date  from  Ed"in  Smith,  the  Departnicnt '  s  Fnit  opecialist  in  Europe. 
Prices,  hoTrever,  ruled  lo^er  thaii  the  preceding  reek  for  botii  types  cf 
frait.    Virginia  Ben  Davis  bro\i£ht  the  highest  rates  for  .American  barreled 
a^"Dl°s  at  S5.1i  to  ip6,08,  but  tha,t  rate  r'as  24  to  45  cents  under  last 
week's  range.    Virginia  York  Iraerial  droirced  shamly  to  $4.62  -  o5.60, 
Ner  York  BaldTin  -oassed  at  the  lorr  level  of  S3. 89  to  C^4.56  ver  barrel.  Box- 
ed ar>ples  sold  as  lor-  as  $2.6B  to  $3.41  for  '.Tashington  Rone  Beauty,  The 
best  boxed  -price  rras  r^aid  for  Oregon  Ortley  at  54.38  to  $5.35,  but  those 
prices  T^cre  25  cents  ner  bo?:  under  last  week's  rat:?s. 
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A  cablp  of  IJovenber  2S  fron  L.  V,  Steere,  acting  agricultural  com- 
r.issioner  at  Berlin,  mentioned  that  aTjples  in  store  on  barges  in  the  river 
Spree  at  Berlin  on  that  date  r-ere  four  tines  the  volume  at  that  point  a 
year  ago.    He  re-ports  the  trade  as  estimating  that  takings  of  /jj::erican 
auples  this  season  rill  "be  only  half  as  large  as  last  year  at  -i^ros-oecxive 
prices,  although  imoroved  business  is  exoected  later  in  I^ecomber.  There 
a^oears  to  be  a  fairly  good  demand  in  -urosT^ect  for  best  grades  of  fruit . 
EzDorts  of  Russian  ap-oles  from  Crimea  mentioned  in  recent  releases  are 
estimated  at  150^000  boxes,  most  of  which  are  going  to  London,  Copenhagen 
a:.d  Stockholm.     It  is  stated,  however,  that  the  last  German  auction  of 
Russian  apples  ^ill  be  held  soon,  and  that  the  shi^^ing  season  ^^ill  be 
practically  ended  by  tl^e  time  the  Christroas  trade  gets  under  ^ay-  Mr. 
Smith  reports  that  in  ITorray  and  Sweden,  the  market  for  boxed  apples  is 
ir  a  state  of  stagnation  due  tc  oversupplies,  and  that  Joiiathan  Pacific 
.Mortiirept  apules  are  arriving  overripe  and  rith  internal  breakdown. 
Barreled  apples,  horever,  are  reported  as  arriving  firm  and  in  good  condi- 
tion and  in  light  su-dtdIv.
